nd Lord Rutherford, and they plighted their troth unknown to her parents, |

heard of it. Lord Rutherford thereupon insisted upon an interview with Miss 
Dalrymple, at which, however, the mother took care to be present, and 
“argued the case with the disappointed and incensed lover with a pertinacity 
equal to his own, insisting particularly on the Levitica! Law, which declares 
that a woman shall be free of a vow which her parents dissent from.” The 
Old Testament has always been a power in Scotland and one is not surprised 
to find its authority appealed to ; though the appealers would hardly be pre- 
pared to accept such injunctions asdid not fall in with their own prejudices. 
However, Scott wisely retains this characteristic use of Scripture by an un- . 
scrupulous woman, and Lady Ashton loudly pronounces her cruelty “ autho- 
rised alike by the laws of God and man” ; though he puts the actual text 
into tae mouth of the clergyman : “ But if her father disallow her in the day 
that he heareth ; not any of her vows, or of her bonds wherewith she hath 
bound her soul, shall stand ; and the Lord shall forgive her because her father 
disallowed her.” (Numbers xxx. 5), The intensity which this simple quota- 
tion gives to the dialogue and the situation, has caused it to be pronounced 
the most effective use of Scripture in the whole range of fiction. 


There is only one other Jewish reference in “The Bride of Lammer- 
moor.” After the Master of Ravenswood has seen the real or imaginary 
apparition of blind Alice, he cannot shake off a superstitious feeling, 
although, says our author “he despised most of the ordinary prejudices 
about witchcraft, omens, and vaticination, to which his age and country still 
gave such implicit credit, that to express a doubt of them was accounted a 
crime equal to the unbelief of Jews or Saracens.” This is a very pregnant 
passage, bringing out most clearly, though indirectly, that the “unbelief of 
Jews” was accounted as an active perversity of soul, in fact a crime. There 
is also more in it than the author intended ; for in. despising the ordinary 
prejudices about witchcraft, &c., Edgar was actually sharing * the unbelief 
of the Jews,” in sofar as they were truetothe teachings of the Old Testament. 
It isto be noted that Mr. Herman Merivale somewhat exaggerates this 
freelom from prejudice which is a trait of Ravenswood’s character, and 
depicts him as liable to fits of scepticism and to somewhat anachronistic 
apostrophes of Nature. This is not the only point in which the author of 
the Lyceum play has not improved upon Scott’s portrait. 

The * Tent Service” held on Kippur in the playground of the Jews’ 
I'ree School for those men and boys who could not be accommodated in the 
great hall proved an unqualified success. The greatest praise is due to Mr. 
Alfred L. Cohen, who conceived the idea of holding this additional service, 
and who by planning out and attending to its smallest detail made the 
experiment a thorough success. Believing that no body of Jews were so 
callous or so indifferent that their hearts could not be touched if evidence 
were afforded that there was an earnest desire to provide for their spiritual 
welfare on at least one day in the year, he determined to make a serious 
effort to test the truth of his belief, with the gratifying result we have 
chronicled, The aimless loafing and the horseplay which used to be a 
feature of Kippur day at the Free School are now things of the past. It 
is to be hoped that Mr. Cohen will perpetuate these services, for there can 
he no doubt that they are capable of effecting a vast amount of good. 


The Succahs attached to the various synagogues will this year agaio, 
by the grace and beauty of their decorations, shed an old-world spirit of 
poetry over the Festival of Tabernacles, and offer eloquent witness to the 
piety and taste of the fair workers who have clothed with beauty the prosaic 
walls. In the interests of those who, year after year, undertake the work of 
adornment, and bring it to such a successful issue, we venture to offer a few 
practical suggestions so that their task may in the future be facilitated. 
Many congregations in London, and nearly all the congregations in the 
Provinces, are unwilling to devote a sum from their very limited finances for 
the purpose of decorating and furnishing the Succah; thus the work has 
to depend on voluntary gifts from the members. Now this method has 
many drawbacks. It can hardly be expected that some lucky chance will 
ensure just the requisite materials being sent; that there will be no undue 
multiplication of one particular article, no inconvenient dearth of another 
equally necessary. It too often happens, as in the case of wedding presents, 
that one gift proves to be a favourite with a large number of donors. Who 
does not remember the annoyance caused to a happy pair as perhaps salt- 
cellar after salt-cellar arrives in quick succession, and when the longing for 
the simple fork or spoon remains ungratified. And this is just what happens 
when the furnishing of the Succah is dependent on voluntary gifts. We can 
recall one occasion when grapes seemed to have been the one and only idea 
of the members of the congregation as to the needs of the Succah—pound 
after pound was sent, grapes et preterea nihil. Now although grapes are 
very effective for decorative purposes, and very refreshing and succulent as an 
edible, many other things are required before the Succah can be considered 
complete. But still worse than the superabundance of grapes was the 
unhappy chance which once led member after member of a particular congre- 
gation to fix upon the same object as a suitable gift, namely a high sponge- 
cake ornamented with sugar. No one can say that such a cake is not an 
ornamental and tasty compound, but when one after another arrived, until 
there were about a dozen almost precisely similar, it was no wonder that the 
ladies, who were impatiently awaiting the arrival of the necessary fruit, 
flowers, &c., felt inclined to throw the last speciman of the monotonous con- 
fectionery out of txe window. 


Such c:ntretemps must be always liable to occur when chance alone 
decides the selection of the gifts. What we would suggest is that in every 
congregation there should be a small committee of ladies who would not only 
take the management of the decoration of the Succah but invite and receive 
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subscriptions of money to defray the cost. If every member would contribute 
a few shillings, a sufficiently Jarge sum would be forthcoming, and the super- 
intendents of the work would find their task much easier than it is under the 
present system. Now, when the Succah attached to the synagogue is con- 
sidered all that is necessary for almost the whole of the congregation, each 
member ought at least to consider it a religious duty to share in the expense 
of its proper equipment. The work of the committee of ladies need not end 
with the conclusion of the Feast of Tabernacles. They might also undertake 
the decoration of the synagogue at Pentecost. Some time ago we suggested 
that this labour should be performed by the ladies of the congregation ; and 
we hope that next Pentecost we may be able to congratulate ourselves on the 
happy results which will follow the adoption of our advice. The fund estab- 
lished for decking the Succah would, if even only every lady member sub- 
scribed to it, be large enough to include the expenses of the floral decorations 
for Pentecost. We sincerely trust that our lady readers will give the matter 
their best attention. They may be sure that the effects produced will amply 
repay their industry and liberality. 


In the last edition of the Day of Atonement Service just published by 
the West London Synagogue of British Jews, under the editorship of its 
ministers (4th edition, Wertheimer, 1890), we observe a curious .nconsistency. 
Although the congregation some time since resolved that all prayers for the 
restoration of sacrifice were to be expunged from the Prayer Book, the fol- 
lowing formula is allowed to remain intact : 

“ Sovereign of the Universe ! Taou didst command us to offer the daily sacrifice 

in its appointed time ; and that the priests should officiate in their proper service ; 
but now, by reason of our sins, the Temple is laid waste, the daily sacrifice hath ceased, 
and we have no longer 4n ofliciating priest : yet Thou hast said, that the prayers of 
our lips shall be as acceptable as the offering of bulls. Therefore may it please 
Thee, O Lord our God ! and the God and the God of our ancestors, to account, accept 
and esteem the prayers of our lips, as if we had offered the daily sacrifice in its 
appointed time.” 
This is not exactly a prayer for the restoration of the offerings, but it is 
undoubtedly an apology for the Israelite’s inability to bring them at the 
present time, and how such a statement is to be reconciled with the conviction 
which Berkeley Street has affirmed that the Mosaic institution of sacrifice 
was merely a concession to the manners and customs of an uncivilised age, 
we areat a loss to see. The same inconsistency manifests itself in other parts 
of the book, and notably in the portion of the Musaph service which follows 
on the Alodah, where the cessation of the Levitical rite is frequently deplored, 
and the worshipper prays that his supplication may nevertheless be accepted 
as ifit were a burnt-offering, or a meat-offering, or some other sacrifice. No 
doubt the ministers felt that they were treading on delicate ground when they 
came to deal with the Day of Atonement service. We can quite understand 
their fear that if they applied the anti-sacrificial principle with anything like 
thoroughness, the prayers of that day would suffer some loss of picturesque- 
ness. Still consistency demanded that the excision should have been per- 
formed. The place of the excised portions might have been filled up by the 
reading of passages from Scripture in the vernacular, 


A correspondent made a suggestion last week which is deserving of 
attention. He proposes that on the great Holydays special Services should 
be held for children in order to remedy the inconvenience which at present 
results from their attendance at synagogue on occasions when there is little or 
no room for them. Certainlyon New Year and the Day of Atonement the 
synagogues are so crowded with adults that it is impossible to find accommo- 
dation for all the young worshippers without in some way inconveniencing their 
elders. Either special seats have to be provided, which more or less block 
the gangways, or adults have to share their seats with the little ones, Som2- 
times both alternatives are adopted together. Occasionally children are compelled 
to stand during the entire service. On the Day of Atonement, too, there is 
a great deal of movement going on among the younger children—meal-time 
occasions many entrances and exits—and this necessarily disturbs the devout 
worshipper. There is another consideration which suggests the necessity of 
altering the system. On New Year and the Day of Atonement the services 
are far too long for children. They cease to be interested, they become listless 
and tired, and in self-defence eagerly seize upon any opportunity, however 
inappropriate, of relieving the monotony of the proceedings. Moreover, con- 
finement for several hours in a heated and not over-pure atmosphere 
18, especially in the case of young children, unendurable, The most satis- 
factory method of getting rid of all the foregoing objections is that propounded 
by our correspondent. That children should be kept at home on the great 
festivals is out of the question. Why, then, should they not attend services 
specially arranged for them? The physical inconveniences of the present 
system would be obviated, and—what is of greater moment—the form of 
worship would be a trae source of edification, and possess a real religious 
value, Short, bright services, conducted by competent laymen or students of 
Jews’ College, or both, would prove of inestimable value. The idea is well 
worth consideration. The precedent has already been set by the * tent-ser- 
vices” held at the Free School on the Day of Atonement.

SYNAGOGUE ACCOMMODATION IN BERLIN 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


BERLIN, Serremper 12%) 


The celebration of this New Year has again proved that there js ‘de 
synagogues in Berlin just as much as there is a dearth of churches ie oo of 
and Catholics. Even the Emperor William II. strives continually Aigeenee 
more churches for Christians, so as to strengthen and vivify the reff ov Provide 
And as a matter of fact during the last few years several new disaiehes "ee 5 Nae: 
built and consecrated in different parts of Berlin. This ought to spur : Wi 
also to provide new synagogues, so as to give our coreligionists Opportur ao 
to pray devoutly. Even if many Jews do not go during the whole year to ae 
gogue, still on Rosh Hashonoh and Yom Kippur they remember they are a 
and wish to be present at divine service. That, however, is very difficwlt jy. 
more difficult than the Jews in London can imagine. In London each liens 
has its own synagogue, and the people living in that district generally beloy + 
it, and can rent seats. In Berlin it is otherwise. Here there are about my 000 
Jews, and there are altogether nine permanent synagogues. The community 
is divided into three parties. 1. The orthodox, under Dr, Hildesheizner thei 
synagogue is in Gypsstrasse. 2. The reform, whose synagogue is in Johannes 
strasse, 3. The moderate party to which the largest number of the Jews her 
belong, and which has seven synagogues partly belonging to the community 
partly to religious societies. The Jews are p ‘rinitted to go free to the nine above 
mentioned synagogues during the whole year, but not on Rosh Hashonoh ind 
Yom Kippur, On these days it is necessary to have a card of admittance, w)j,, 
must be bought in advance. But he who is able to get a card can think  higysels 
lucky. Most seats belong to permanent possessors, and are renewed yearly by then 
so that only a small number of cards can be obtained, and these are immediate 
seized upon, This statementis not astonishing, for assuming that out of 4). 
80,000 Jews only 30,000 go to synagogue there are still seats for about 14im 
wanting. 

The New Synagogue in the Oranienburgerstrasse has 4,600 seats. The (jj 
Synagogue in the Heidereutergasse has 1,060 seats, The other seven have aboy 
1500 each, making au total of 16,160 seats for 30 000 Jews who desire them. 
causing thus a deticiency of 13,840, or perhaps more. I myself experienced 
how difficult it is to get a seat in the New Synagogue. My sister-in-law fr) 
London came here a fortnight ago, and I endeavoured to get her a seat, I wey 
to the Secretary, and he informed me that there was not a single lady's seat ¢ 
be had. The next day I saw one advertised in the newspapers. | went x 
8.30 a.m, to the advertiser, only to fiod the seat already taken. 

We cannot wonder that, as the difficulty is so great, many do not take tle 
trouble at all, and remain altagether away from the Synagogue. It is only fair 
to admit that it is very difficult to overcome this fault, and that the Committee of 
the Jewish community has endeavoured for some years to ameliorate it. The 
have hired four large halls for Rosh Hashonoh and Yom Kippur, and hold pryer 
divine service. But as these halls are insufficient, many private people luv 
taken up the matter from a business point of view, hire rooms, and sei te 
seats, arrange a service without order, decorum or devotion, and that certan) 
does not produce piety in the worshippers! In this way, at least, twenty 
twenty-five places of worship have been established in hotels and in conc 
halls. Even if it be not so bad now as it was twenty years ago, when divine 
service was held here partly in establishments, in which on other occasions! 
spectable people would not have gone, still it is to be regretted that everywhere 
a proper form of worship is not arranged. 

A New Synagogue is being built in the Lindenstrasse, but it can only accom 
modate froin 1,500 to 2,000 people. But the number of Jews in Berlin increase 
so rapidly and to such an extent that other measures are absolutely necessar 
otherwise some of our co-religionists may become entirely indifferent 
For only in the observance of our religion and its salutary precepts, only in 
the firm belief in the faith and customs of our ancestors can the spirit of Judats 
thrive and flourish. But if a sacred and orderly form of worship is provide! 
everywhere within reach of all, then will the words of the prophet which we res 
in the Haphtorah of Rosh Hashonoh, be fultilled :-—*There is yet hope tor Sy 
posterity, saith the Lord, and thy children shall return to their own territory.

It contained a very 
crave insinuation against myself, and the Boys School of St. Augustine, that we 
5:4 not strictly observe the “conscience clause” or keep good faith with the 
parents of the Jewish boys entrusted to our charge. I may point out the serious 
-haracter of this suggestion—for could it be proved in any degree, we should lose 
the very large Government Grant which we — earn, owing to the excel- 
once of our school. Moreover, the dishonesty and the disregard of parental 
guthority involved in such an act would utterly destroy two parts, and those 
chief parts, of our teaching—truthfulness, honour, and obedience to parents. Let 
me further say that before making such an insinuation the writer should have 
made some inquiry from the persons best qualified to judge, viz: the parents. I 
wm informed that some of them have expressed great indignation at the 
suggestion. 

Let me assure you that there is not the slightest ground for such an idea. 
This will be evident when I mention the facts. Some time ago several Jewish 
hovs were sent to St. Augustine's School, and put under the “Conscience Clause” 
by their parents, stipulating that they should be withdrawn during the hour to 
which religious instruction is limited whenever the New Testament or the Church 
Catechism are taught, but that they should receive lessons in the Old Testament 
with the others. When I was informed of this, I said, we should observe the 
letter of the clause, but not good faith with the parents, for in the Old Testament 
lessons, as interpreted by us, they would hear more than even in the New 
Testament which might undermine their faith. For the interpretation 
f that part of the Scriptures is what, alas! divides us, and we cannot defraud 
ur Christian boys for the sake of the fewer boys of the Hebrew faith. There- 
fore they were withdrawn, but then I felt we were not fully carrying out the 
sarents’ Wishes, nor my own, that they should be taught definite religious faith, 
s the only foundation of a moral life. So I put the matter before one of the 
most respected members of the Jewish faith, requesting him to try and provide 
teacher of their own creed during the hour of religious instruction—to my 
creat joy he undertook the work himself, and I cannot sufficiently express my 
cratitude for the earnest and excellent spirit in which he has carried it out. You 
Will please to observe that thus, in our school, the boys of the Hebrew faith 
have, what they could not have in any Board School, definite religious instruction 
intheir own creed. I should add, that in the remaining hours of the day, we are 
rictly limited to secular instruction, and the time table signed by Her Majesty's 
lnspector, and any breach of this table would forfeit the Grant from Govern- 
went. But so careful are we that whereas our boys who remain for dinner 
fer the school is dismissel have Grace said before their meal, the Jewish boys 
a always withdrawn before it is said. 

Mr. Reichardt has a work among the Jews in our parish, but though teaching 
in the school, he has never even spoken to the Jewish t I fear this reply is 
rather long, but I trust you will be so good as to insert it. There is nothing 
which I value more than the esteem, and I will add love, of my Jewish neigh- 
bours, which such action, were it true, would utterly forfeit. So highly do they 
value our effort that we have had five more Jewish boys, even since your article 
appeared,

“A GENTLE HINT TO JEWISH PREACHERS.” 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir,—I, in common with other lay members of the Jewish community, owe 
s0 many profitable ideas to the occupants of our pulpits, that I think it is but 
right and proper that, to the best of our ability, urged as we are so forcibly to 
play our part in the good work, we should suggest to them, our appointed teachers, 
what we do and what we do not expect from them. 

Let the negative take precedence. We most emphatically do not expect of 
them that they should follow the fashion of the hour, as far too many of the 
would-be fashionable preachers of West End Synagogues are apt to do, and dwell 
almost approvingly upon the destructive criticisms of a Wellhausen et hoc genus 
omne, thus awakening doubts in untutored minds, which they who raise them are 
unable to dispel. We do not wish them to apply a rationalising process in their 
treatment of Holy Scriptures, which lends to youth, too apt to scoff, a ready 
method, resulting, as we of an older generation know but too well, in a total 
renunciation of the obligatory character of our sacred institutions. Little do these 
light-hearted and light-headed ministers seem to realise, how, floating on the 
fleeting stream of evanescent popularity, they are destined to be stranded Heaven 
knows where, unsupported by the very elements that now inay bear them up. 

What we do want of our preachers is that, starting from the readiness of 
their congregants to act upon the grand principles that inspired their fathers 
PIL) ALY), they shall acquire the habit AYSYOA AX MS, to point out the 
beauties of our observances. Let them bear in mind that, whilst other Faiths 
demand a belief in dogmas impossible of conception, in return for which perfect 
licence of enjoyment is allowed, all moral responsibilities being vicariously cast 
upon another, the supposed divine whipping-boy of humanity—Judaism imposes 
continuous self-restraint, accompanied with observances fraught with the most 
impressively poetical moral conceptions, which are being daily more and more 
recognized by true scientists as constituting “ our wisdom and our understanding 
in the eyes of nations.” 

Let our teachers in the pulpit so instruct us, clearing up obscurities and 
apparent discrepancies systematically, and they will havea noble task to perform, 
taxing their greatest efforts ; but the reward attending upon its accomplishment 
will yield a * reward exceeding great.” 

The dicta of the rabbinic Sages in Midrash and Haggadah will prove an 
inexhaustible store-house of such beginnings of wisdom. 

Let tnem tell us how we shall understand the apparent favoritism of a 
Higher Power in declaring Israel to be his “ first-born son,” a promise, rightlv 
understood, conveying a sublime two-fold lesson—that all humanity in the eyes of 
our Father in Heaven are bound by the ties of a common brotherhood, and that 
we, the “chosen ones,” have but responsibilities increased by our selection in the 
promotion of the well-being of mankind at large.

THE AUTHORISED PRAYER BOOK.

S1r,—Permit me to express my best acknowledgments for the attention your 
correspondents have devoted to the merits and demerits of the Authorised Prayer 
Book, Into the doctrinal questions discussed I do not feel called upon to entér. 
But it is only just, both to the gentlemen who afforded me their valuable assistance 
and to myself, to disclaim all responsibility for the typographical shortcomings that 
have been pointed out. There are due to a mechanical defect in the Hebrew type, 
in consequence of which the vowels points have in several cases broken away or 
disappeared under pressure, although they were in their proper places when the 
sheets were handed over to the printers after final revision. The defect will be 
remedied in the next edition. 

That ‘‘A Working Man” should consider SY’ ADEN and WR ADEN 
mistakes, and think j‘?°5M the incorrect plural, preferable to ndpn, the correct 
singular, may be pardoned him, seeing that there are multitudes who have more 
leisure for the study of Hebrew than ‘‘A Working Man, and who claim to be 
authorities on the subject, who labour under the same hallucination. 

For “ Hebrew's most generous commendation in last Friday's Jewish Chronicle 
Iam deeply obliged. I wish, however, that hia criticisms had been a little more 
helpful. A complaint agaiost the slipp»ry vowels is, of course, to the fore ; but the 
other objections urged by ‘“ Hebrew’ are, if he will allow me to eay so, not in 
agreement with grammatical laws as understood by other Hebrews. The most 
echolarly an¢ most a.curate editions of our liturgy are admittedly Heidenheim's 
and Baer’s. (The latter is the basis of the text of the Authorised Prayer Book). Fol 
lowing a well known practice, ? in nbn is by them provided with a dagesb, as is 
also in YOY and Din MDM in the 34th Psalm, &c., &&. Yourcorrespondent is sure 
‘aschoo'!boy would not "have done it. Perbaps not. Tastes differ. In sucha 
case I prefer to be on the side of Heidenheim, Edelmann, Baer, and the rest, 


and against the echoolboy. 


‘ Hebrew " further protests against a dagesh in the initial letters of MYO 7 and 
253. Here again the authorities on whom I mainly rely made up toeir minds in 
a different direction. The laws of Hebrew accentuation recognised by them establish 
euch a relation between these words and those that precede them as to necessitate 
the insertion of a dagesh in the initial letters Tand 3. I have followed the most 
trustworthy guides I know, and put the dagesh where it ought to be. 

As a geveral rule it will be found a risky thing to meddle with the text vouched 
for by the great Hebrew Grammarians of the Continent. Itis like trying to teach 
the art of war to the Greatest Captain of his age. 

Ase there seems to be a wide-spread desire for the insertion of a Special Prayer 
for Sustenance, the want will be supplied in the next edition, which will alsu be 
rendered, in other respects, as perfect as possible.

Sir,—Your correspondent, “ Hebrew,” cannot be aware of the very many 
practical difficulties which stand in the way of Hebrew printing ; and I feel con- 
fident that if his acquaintance with the subject were more complete, he would 
express surprise that the literal blemishes are so few. In the first place, the hops 
and the /amrd hang over their bodies, and thus are frequently broken in the course 
of the working of any given edition. The points are also a source of extreme and 
continuous anxiety, for, with the greatest care, it will be found that here and there 
they disappear, and this without an apparent cause. I speak with forty years 
experience oyer my shoulders of Oriental typography, and I assert that—no matter 
how careful the workmen may be—it is almost practically impossible to produce a 
Hebrew book of any pretension without breakages occurring similar to those which 
“Hebrew” has detected, Pope never was nearer to the truth than when he 
wrote— 
'* Whoever thinks a faultless piece to see, 
Thinks what ne'er was, nor is, nor eer will be!” 
I think Mr. Singer's Prayer Book is almost a marvellous production, considering 
how few are the breakages in it.

THE JEWS IN’ RUSSIA. 


_FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 


The result of the reception of students into the St. Vladimir University it 
Kief is, according to the local papers, the following. Petitions presente | 589, out of 
which 157 emanated from Jews. Out of these 150 belonged to Jews who had finished 
their education in Grammar Schools or Gymnasia.. According to the existing 
regulations limiting the percentage of Jewish students in public schools, the 
University Administration saw their way to admit only 45 Jews, the remaining 
114 Jewish petitioners having been refused admittance thereto. And that after 
eight, and sometimes even after ten years’ hard study at the Grammar School! 

Up to 15 27 August, so the the Odeski Vedomosti aays, 57 students have been 
admitted to the Alexander University at Odessa, of which number eleven are 
Jews. 3618 the number of petitions presented by Jewish students, 

The Hamelitz publishes an appeal, signed by the Rabbis of Kovno, Voloshin 
and Belostock, urging that on the eve of the Day of Atonement boxes should 
be placed in all the sVhnapognes and other houses of prayer for a voluntary col- 
lection on behalf of the Jewish agriculturists and artisans in Paiestine and Syria. 
With all due respect to that Rabbi-triumvirate, I venture to remark that charity 
begins at home ; and if a collection is at all to be made, and at such a solemn 
day when the stingiest Jew unstrings his purse for purposes of charity, the thou- 
sands of families who have recently been visited by tires in the “ Pale of Settle- 
ment,’ ought to be thought of first. The learned Rabbis ought to know the 
teaching of the Talmud, that preference should be given to the local }* mor. 

On board the steamship ** Kostroma,” which steamed out of Odessa last week, 
there were eight Jewish families destined for Syria, Amongst them was also an 
Udessa merchant, 

The now famous Governor of Odessa, Vice-Admiral Zeliony, has asked the 
Odessa Exchange Committee to furnish him with minute information as tothe 
Odessa Stock Exchange Brokers, and especially with regard to their status and 
persuasion. 

The Sudebnaia Gazetta has it that the law of 8 20 November, 1889, by 
which the admission of Jews as barristers and solicitors exclusively lies with 
the Minister of Justice, has also reference to Jews embracing Christianity. 
While condemning any restrictive measure that strikes a blow at any man, be 
he Jew or Gentile, I cannot help rejoicing at this piece of joyful news. At such 
times as Russian Jews pass through at present, it is a crime for any man, as a 
man and as a Jew,-to leave his ranks and to run over to the enemy. It is 
evident that this new restriction concerning converted Jews has been called 
forth by the fact that Jews, who but for the fact of their being such would be 
admitted as barristers or solicitors. have already embraced, or are contemplating 
to embrace, Christianlty. For the latter the stop has been put to just in time. 
As to the former I would say, Let them be ashamed of themselves, if they were 

not so already. 
_ A report comes from Voloshin (county Vilna) that the sons of the local Jewish 
“ Squires’ Bunimovich and Poliak, have recently left for Palestine. The emi- 
grants are young, intelligent and of good reputation, and their object is to acquire 
for 20,000 roubles a plot of land on which they intend settling down with their 
families and to devote themselves to agriculture and horticulture. 
You know of the new restriction, that of prohibiting Jews to be shareholders 
in beetroot sugar companies which have been established since 1860. Ina paper 
headed a Nationality and Religion in Industrial Enterprises” the Novosti remarks: 
“One must have recourse to a certain kind of Talmudical or casuistical process of 
interpretation of the law in order to deduce from the existing legislation this new 
restriction of the rights of the Russian Jews. They must not be personal owners 
or farmers of land, they must not even reside in Villages. How, then, it is asked, 
can they be considered landowners or managers of estates when all their participa- 
tion in the production of sugar is limited by the acquisition of shares of a riven 
company, by their presence at reneral meetings of shareholders, and even by their 
being on the staff of the registered offices of the companies, which offices are not 
even in the localities where the sugar factories are situated ? Ina Company there 
is no personal master, and it is impossible to discern the real part of property 
which appertains to one or the other shareholder. And even in case of liquidation 
those shareholders, such as Jews or Poles. who are prohibited to acquire land, have 
no right to avail themselves even of a part of the immovable property belonging 
to the reve factories, , Phat property will be knocked down by the hammer to 
the highest bidder who is exempt from the restriction indicated.” What caused 
the Nuvosti to pen this paper‘was a demand made by a district police court at 
the office of a Company to furnish it with a register of its shareholders, giving the

PRACTICAL ASPECTS OF SUCCOTH. 


Tur comprehensiveness of the Jewish system is significantly illustrated by the 
close proximity in our calendar of the Fast of Atonement and the Festival 
of Tabernacles. The contrast might be commended to the notice of the 
ingenious gentlemen who puzzle thenselves over the gratuitous problem 
whether Judaism is an other-worldly or this-worldly religion. Ata step we 
pass from the most spiritual to the most material of our holidays, from the 
austerities of an essentially ascetic exercise to the lusty and exuberant life 
of a harvest festival. On Wednesday all was soul-affliction and rigid absten- 
tion from the things of the flesh ; to-day we conjure up memories of the vine 
and the fig-tree, and the land flowing with milk and honey, and try to catch 
an echo of the boisterous merriment of that season of ingathering of which the 
Mishna tells us that ‘he who has not seen the joy of the libations of Taber- 
nacles has never in his life witnessed joy.” On the one hand the Synagogue 
and the solemn penitential service ; on the other the gaily decked Tabernacle 
the waving palm-branch, the aromatic citron—cherished relics of the national 
harvest home, when the vineyards resounded with song, and Israel's youth danced 
in fields of red anemones, and beneath bowers of olive and fig trees. To the 
theological student the contrast is an instructive one. It. is not, however, 
our purpose at the present moment to dwell upon the measure in which 
Judaism endeavours to make the best of both the Worlds. The contrast 
to which we have directed attention, involves practical considerations which may 
be more profitably discussed just now. 


To the communal politician, whose chief thoughts are centered in the 
moral and material progress of his living coreligionists, the Day of Atonement 
and the Feast of Taternacles have a significance, both in themselves and in 
their close proximity to each other, which is shared by no other holiday in the 
calendar. ‘They occupy a place apart from the historic festivals—the 
mournings for national calamities and rejoicings for national triamphs—inas- 
much as they have a practical bearing on questions of contemporary every- 
day life. The aspirations they involve are not exclusively millennial. Toa 
great extent they are practical and actual. Between them they cover the whole 
domains of moral reform and social improvement. Succoth is not the memorial 
of a day or of an event. It recalls the social happiness and prosperity 
of old Judea ; it conmmemorates the conditions and methods of that happiness 
and prosperity, and it involves the aspiration fora return to the idyllic life of 
our ancestors. To-day this is no longer merely a pious hope. The question of 
the restoration of the Jews to an agricultural life, or, at any rate, of the 
creation of a Jewish rural class, has long been brought within the range 
of practical communal politics; and every recurring Succoth brings an 
historic sanction to the manful efforts which are being made to solve pressing 
The fact that it 
reminds us that the Jews were at one time an exclusively agricultural nation 
is not in itself of importance. Every people has passed through an agricul- 
tural stage in its social history. But in its survival it illustrates the 
singular intensity with which the Jews clung to their agricultural life, even 
after their national misfortunes had pointed the way to a revival of nomadism 
and shows that, if there is any avocational bias in the normal Jewish character, 
it is not, as is so often imagined, in the direction of commerce and finance but 
in that of the cultivation of the soil. In a small monograph re- 
cently published by M. Isipone Loes, dealing with popular miscon- 
ceptions of Jewish character, this point is forcibly dwelt upon. 
M. Lozs asks how it is that, during the Babylonian captivity, when 
the Jews were in daily contact with a people so essentially commercial as the 


problems and remonid the future of Israel on the-e lines. 
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Chaldeans, they showed nothing of that instinct and genius for trade which the 
latter-day legends of the Occident have read into their character? Not 
only did this instinct not reveal itself, but immediately after the return from 
the Exile, the Hebrews devoted themselves almost exclusively to the agricul- 
tural labours in which their ancestors had been employed. And even ata 
much later date we find Jewish agriculture still a flourishing institution, In 
the year 40 of the Christian era we are told that Prrronivs, Grovernor of 
Syria, regarded the Jewish harvest prospects with anxiety. A still more 


, 


striking testimony comes from Joseruvs. “ As for us,” writes the historian, 
“we do not delight in merchandise, but having a fruitful country for our 
habitation, we take pains in cultivating that only.” Joseriuvs knew 
his coreligionists better than any other contemporary writer, and his 
statement that the Jews remained agriculturists even when the land they 
lived on had passed into-a foreign domination, because they had no 
taste for any other employment is decisive of the question of the normal 
Jewish berufsthatigheit, Nor did this bias pass wholly away from the 
Hebrew people when their dispersion was completed and they . became 
strangers in foreign lands, “From the laws of Caartemacne we leara 
that in the ninth centary Jews posessel lands which they themselves 
cultivated in France. The same phenomenon was observable in other 
countries, Jews shared with the \rabs in the scientific revival of agriculture 
which made Andalusia the garden of the Peninsula, and they are specifically 
mentioned as having helped to carry out creat works of irrigation in Spain at 
this period. Not indeed until the thirteenth century do alltraces of Jewish 
agriculture disappear, and then only under the stress of a veritable interna- 
tional conspiracy of repressive laws which forcibly tied them down to 
ignoble forms of trade with no alternative but starvation. A remarkable 
survival of these laws, which sufficiently illustrates their thorough-going 
character, is allorded by the recent edict of the Russian authorities pro- 
hibiting Jews from being sharcholders in puble companies that conce&rh 
themselves, however indirectly, with the cultivation of the land. 

ven after six hundred years some spark of this intense affection for a 
particuiar avocation may be expected tolinger in the Hebrewconscionsness, and 
it should not require a superhuman effort to blow it into a flame. Litherto, it 
must be confessed, the experiments that have been made have not all been 
encouraging, but a few have proved fairly successful, and there is 
no reason Vel to despair of imbuing an appreciable proportion of the next 
generation with a genuine affection for, and a trained adaptibility to, the 
labours of the field. The question is not a sentimental one. The 
need of a Jewish rural class is, as the Rev. S. Sixcer pointed 
out in a Sermon just twelve months avo, an important factor 
in our economic situation. We bave long recognised the necessity 
of widening the sphere of the technical knowledge of our youth and of 
making them acquainted with a larger number of trades than formerly 
obtained among them. Dut this only relieves the congestions of Jews in 
particulars industries and markets. It does not touch the more serious 
problem of their exclusive concentration in towns, More than one half of 
the great field of human activity is, in fact, still closed to the Jews in the 
shape of those agricultural occupations which once constituted their sole 
employment. It is obvious, then, that as an economic necessity as well as a 
logical outcome of the labours of our industrial committees and technica] 
classes a greater effort should be made, than has yet been attempted, to 
systematically train Jews for an agricultural life. And not only in America 
or in Palestine but in every country in which the Jews are settled. The 
object to be attained is the uniform distribution of Jews over the whole field 
of skilled industry ; and there isa special inducement to exploit the agri- 
cultural side of this programme in the solution it offers of the perplexing 
problems of Jewish urban life. If there are difficulties in the way of the 
immediate organisation of a large scheme, let us commence with a smal] one:

The sermon on the Sabbath of Penitence was preached by the Rev. Isidore 
Harrie, who spoke of the various kinds of human need which are reflected in 
the prayers of this season. Our supplications are (1) of a penitential character. 
We pray to be endowed with spiritual strength; strength to overcome the fail- 
ings of our nature, to bend our wayward will into obedience to duty, and to 
grow from year to year in grace aud holiness, Bound up with the office of 
prayer is that of introspection. As memory reviews the years over which we 
nave travelled, it is everywhere confronted with indications of weakness. Un- 
ideals, baffled resolutions, broken promises, lost opportunities, wasted 
experiences strew the avenues of memory “ thick as autumnal leaves.” And as 
‘us shadowy thropg is conjured up, a sense of moral weakness must needs be 
borne in upon us, and we are led to recognise how poo’ an achievement even 
oor best is without divine assistance. But the outlook of the New Year is 
material as well spiritua’. Standing, as we may be said to do, on the threshold 
of an edifice, behind whose locked door the future lies concealed, we are led (2) to 
hope that the undeveloped year may be fraught with material blessings for us 
sod those dear to us. A German writer styles the New Year the festival of 
out secret hopes and fears. The fact that these hopes and fears are scret 
implies that for each one of us they are separate and distinct, yet they poesesa 
vriain common features, enabling them to become the subject of public prayer. 
We invoke the blessing of Heaven (3) on our community, the entire House of 
lrael. The universai importance which Jews attach to this period, the solem- 
uty of its rites, and the impressiveness of its public worship, all tend to rein- 
free the sentiment of brotherhood which binds onr community together in a 
mutual responsibility and a common destiny. We feel that a season whose 
sject it 1 to make us at one with our heavenly Father can best realise its aim 
ty making us at one with each other. 

The Rev. Professor Marks preached twice on the Day of Atonement. The 
morning sermon was based on Isaiah lv, 6 and 7, ‘Seek ye the Lord while He may 
be found; call ye upon Him while He is near. Let the ungodly forsake his way, 
and the man of iniquity his thoughts, and let him return unto the Lord who will 
have compassion upon him, and to our God who will abundantly pardon.’ The 
preacher pointed out that the Jewish Atonement differed exssentialiy from what 
was taught respecting it by a later church. There was nothing forensic in the 
jewish Atonement. It did not demand a professed belief in this or that dogma, 
lumulated in some ecclesiastical estavlished creed. Neither did it require that 
reshould immure ourselves in seclusion, cloud the free and cheerful spirit, 
maounce earthly pleasures and delights, or turn our back on the world of man. 
Far otherwise. Ia the Jewish sense, Atonement meant * cease to do evil and do 
foc; show compunction for the wrong of the past, amend the future, and be 
wuve for the well-being of mankind. Such was the doctrine of Atonement 
which the prophets of Judah and Israel publicly taught. But if they whose 
ups were touched with the sacred fire failed to reach the hearts of those who relied 
va fast and prayer and put off the moral atonement to the future, how dared he, a 
weak, sinful mortal, hope to prevail with those who indulged similar anticipations, 
ln accordance with the preacher's usual custom, the afternoon sermon was devoted 
#4 feeling exposition of the doctrine of the Immortality of the Soul, and had a 
profoundly moving effect on the vast congregation—numbering about a thousand 
persons—to whom it was addressed. The Haftorahs of the day were, for the first 
ime, read in English, by the Rev. Isidore Harris. This portion of the service 
Was particularly impressive.

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS | 


AUSTRALIA. 

Mr. and Mrs. A. Hoffnung have left Sydney on their return to England after 
a few years’ absence. A few days prior to their departure the employés of 
Mesers. S. Hoffnung & Co. presented Mr. Hoffnung with a handsome souvenir, in 
the shape of a shield of solid silver, embellished with diamonds. The Ladies 
Committee of the Svdnev Hebrew Dorcas and Benevolent Societ * resented Mrs. 
Hoffnung with an illuminated address. The departure was witnessed by an immense 
number of friends, and Mrs. and Miss Hoffnung were the recipients of numerous 
bouquets and other floral tributes. 2 

Mr. Charles Collins, of Narrabri, has been elected by a large majority to fill 
a vacancy in the representative Chamber of the New South Wales Parliament, 
for the constituency of the Namoi. 

An agreement of a novel character has been entered into by the Ballarat 
Hebrew Congregation. It has made terms with the Britannia United Gold 
Mining Company, by which that company will, under certain restrictive condi- 
tions, be allowed to carry on operations under the congregational property. The 
lump sum paid to the Congregation for this concession will enable it to effect

The floods at Prague did considerable damage to the synagogues in the Josef - 
stadt quarter. This was particularly the case with the Pinkas Synagogue, the 
Zigeuner (Gypsies) Synagogue, and the famous Altneu Synagogue. In the latter 
the flooring has been destroyed, and the benches, heavy though they are, were 
floated, but the characteristic features of the synagogue have not been effaced. 

Herr Leopold Schnabel, Consul for the Argentine in Vienna, whose death by 
the accidental firing of a gun was reportell last week in the daily press, was a 
coreligionist. 

The trial of two journalists at Vienna for libelling General Baron Scudier 
was concluded on Wednesday, when an unanimous verdict of guilty was found 
against the editor of the Vaterland (an anti-Semitic journal), who was sentenced 

to eight months’ rigorous imprisonment. The decision is regarded as a signal 
defeat for the anti-Semitic and Feudal Clerical parties. 
FRANCE, 

At the Theatre Lyrique in Paris, a new Opera “Samson et Dalila” by M. 
Camille Saint Saé@ns,is about to be produced. The réle of Delilah will be un<er- 
taken by the well-known Jewish operatic artist, Mdlle. Rosine Bloch. 

M. Arthur Raffalovich, delegate in Paris of the Russian Ministry of Finance, 
has been appointed by the Czar a Councillor of State. 

Dr. Javal, a well-known Jewish physician in Paris, read a paper at the last 
meeting of the Academy of Medicine, on the depopulation of France. In the 
debate which followed, Dr. L’Acneau showed that the increase of population 
among the French Jews was due to to the care they take of their children. 

GERMANY. 

The Emperor during his recent visit to Breslau made the satisfactory declar- 
ation that the policy of social peace must be carried out without distinction of 
party or of religion. His Majesty held up as an example to be followed in other 
parts of his the hy trinonious rel itions betwee all rections of the popu- 
lation in the city and province. His Majesty has signalised his‘ visits to the 
provinces of Posen and Silesia by conferring orders and other marks of distinction 
on a number of Jews. 

In several] guarters attempts have been made to deny the authenticity of the 
letter of the late Empress Augusta on anti-Semitism, a translation of which we 
published on the 29th ult. Herr Nippold consequently writes to the Tiiqliches 
Rundschav, in which the letter first appeared, that the sentiments expressed therein 
by the Empress are entirely in harmony with those which he heard verbally from 
the lips of her Majesty, and with the views set forth in numerous letters with 
which the Empress honoured him. 

The anti-Semitic pamphlet by ex-Rector Hermann Ahlwardt, “ Der 
Verzweitlungs-Kampf der arischen Volker,” has been contiscated by the Berlin 
police. 

A popular meeting organised by anti-Semites was held at Leipsic on the 9th 
and was attended by over 24100) persons. Among the audience were the heads of 
the largest commercial houses in the town. 

In Allendorf, a town of some 1,300 inhabitants, which forms part of the 
anti-Jewish member of Parliament Pickenbach’s constituency, a dastardly out- 
rage was attempted on the Jews. On a recent Sabbath every one of the Cholas. 
(special loaves of bread) which they eat on Sabbaths and Festivals, was found 
to contain beneath the twisted crust about ten heads of lucifer matches. 

Dr, lsidor Landau, editor of the Berliner Borsen Courier and one of the 
principal dramatic critics in the Prussian capital, was married at the beginning of 
this month at the synagogue in the Oranienburgerstrasse. He belongs to the old 
and distinguished family of Rabbi Ezekiel Landau. 

A Jewish clerk in Berlin has found to his cost that attendance at his 
employer's office even on the High f estivals is compulsory. He asked permis- 
s10n to absent himself on the New Y ear and met with a refusal. He nevertheless 
stayed away, and on being surmmarily dismissed from-employment he sum- 
moned his principal for a quarter's wages. The summons has alre uly been heard 
and dismissed,

boy named J. Mendoza, The latter, the communication stated, was now of an age to 
Jeave the institution, and his uncle, who lived at Pittsburg in the United States 
having undertaken to look after his interests, the authorities of the institation pro 
posed to allow him to leave for the United States on the ‘th of next moath, the 
uncle undertaking to meet him on his arrival. Under the circums'‘ances tbe author- 
ities of the institution asked the Guardians what sum of money they would grant 
towards the lad’s outfit.—Mr. T. W. Francis said he revollected the case very well. 
The father had deserted his children, of whom the boy in question was one, several 
years ago, and the mother had since died. In answer to Mr. Milbourn the chairman 
(Mr. Rippin) stated that tre cost of the lad’s maintenance at the Orphanage was 
tour shillings per week. Mr. Milbourn accordingly moved that a sum eqnivalent to 
the amount that would have been paid for three months maintenauce ot the lad be 
advanced to the Orphanage iu respect of his outfit, The motion haviog bee 
seconded, Mr. Bedford moved as an amendment that no money be advanced by the 
Guardians for the purpose of obtaining an outfit. He said the case was a very peculiar 
one and was open to considerable sospicion. Years ago the father deserted three or 
four of his children, and they were left chargeable to the Bethnal Green (nies. 
The Board then made out a warrant for his apprehension in order to make him cn 
tribute towards the maintenance of the children, and it was left to their gener 
relieving officer, a Mr. Potter, to secure Mendoza. He traced him as far as Liver:
